INTITULED 

An Act for providing Funds to defray certain of the Ex- 
penses of the Royal University of Ireland. 

E E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. Erom and after the passing of this Act, the Commissioners of 

Church Temporalities in Ireland shall, out of the property accruing 
to them under the Irish Church Act, 1869, pay to the Royal 
University of Ireland the sums following ; that is to say, they shall 
pay the sum of five thousand pounds within one month after the 
10 passing of this Act, and the sum of five thousand pounds on the 
first day of January one thousand eight hundred and eighty-two, 
and thereafter the annual sum of twenty thousand pounds, payable 
by two equal half-yearly instalments on the first day of July and 
first day of January in each year, the payment of the first of such 
15 half-yearly instalments to be made on the first day of July after the 
passing of this Act. 

The sums so provided shall be applied by the senate of the Royal 
University of Ireland for the purposes of the university, in accordance 
with such statutes, rules, and ordinances as pursuant to any powers 
20 conferred by the University Education (Ireland) Act, 1879, and the 
Queen’s Charter granted in pursuance thereof, and subject to any 
conditions by the same respectively imposed, may from time to time 
be made by the Senate and approved of by Her Majesty under Her 
Sign Manual. 

25 2. The Senate shall from time to time prepare in such form and 

at such times as the Treasury from time to time direct accounts of 
the receipts and expenditure of the Royal University of Ireland, and 
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A.D. 1881. within three months after the expiration of the year to which the 
accounts relate shall transmit the same to the Controller and Auditor 
General to he audited, certified, and reported upon in conformity 
with the powers and regulations prescribed in the Exchequer and 
Audit Departments Act, 1866, for rendering and auditing appro- 5 
priation accounts, and the accounts, with the reports of the Con- 
troller and Auditor General thereon, shall he laid before the House 
of Commons not later than three months after the date on which 
they were transmitted for audit if Parliament be then sitting, and, 
if not sitting, within fourteen days after Parliament next assembles. 10 

Short title. 3. This Act may be cited as the Royal University of Ireland 
Act, 1881. 
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
